Collections of income taxes on the ews 


last installment for the vear will ex- 
ceed the estimate of the tax commis- 
sioner’s office by more than $12,000 
and there are still a sizeable number 
of final installments due, Commis- 
sioner Paul Doyal announced Monday. 
The estimate, made for the budget, 
was S300,000, The total for the vear, 
representing principally taxes on 1930 
incomes, will exceed $1,250,000. 

Many taxpayers, Commissioner 
Doyal explained, have confused the- 
state's periods with those of the fed- 
eral government and, for that reason, 
owe another one-fourth installment. 
The state collects only three install- 
ments. The last becomes due and pay- 
able September 15. 

The $1,250,000 total, the 
missioner said, may yet he 
when all fiscal returns are filed. Many 
coneerns, he pointed out, their 
hooks August 31 and October 1. First 
payment of these taxes will be made 
when returns are subinitted to the 
cCoOmMmmMIssioner,

’ When the time limit of 48 hours 
by their gasoline supply expired 
Tuesday without further word, 
they were believed to have been lost 
at sea or to have made an interme- 
diate landing. 

Their plane carried two gallons of 
mineral water, a dozen bananas, two 
dozen apples and_ three loaves of 
bread, which probably was their only 
supply of food while stranded on the 
craft’s wreckage. 

The motorship Belmoira was bound 
from Albany, N. Y., for Russia with 
a cargo of locomotives, Its agents in 
New York said the fliers undoubtedly 


would be transferred to some passing | 


vessel, because the ship intends to 
proceed directly to Leningrad, and 
comfortable quarters for the airmen 
were unavailable. 

Rody, 23-year-old aviation enthusi- 
ast, purchased the plane used by the 
trio with the proceeds of an inherit- 
ance which had come to him recently. 
Johanssen, a native of Denmark, was 
a pilot during the World War and 
made a flight to China in 1929. 

The reticence of the fliers 
selves during the weeks they were pre- 
paring in Germany and Portugal for 
the trans-Atlantic adventure made 
them comparatively obscure with the 
general public.

vinity school, and Miss Marie Averill 
Bland, New York nurse, for their re- 
fusal to agree to bear arms in ¢ase 
of war. The resolution was tabled by 
a vote of 305 to 106. 

The convention was asked to re- 
frain from making any change in the 
canons of the church “so as to make 
the ruling of. our church more lax 
toward divorce,” in a resolution pre- 
sented to the women’s auxiliary by 
Mrs. Osear Randolph, of Lynchburg, 
Va. The resolution came from women 
of the diocese of Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryand, Virginia, West Vir 
cinia and the District of Columbia.

McDONOUGH, Ga., Sept. 21.— 


“With the marvelous privileges com- |

mon to all American people, it 


more than tragedy to see greed and | 
selfishness corrupting the nation,” as- | 


serted Judge G. Ogden Persons, in bis 
charge to the grand jury Monday at 
the opening session of the 
county superior court. 


“The shameless record of graft and | 


covetousness started with the Grand 
Army of the Republic just after the 
War Between the States,’ stated 
Judge Persons. “Today, numerous 
evils, examples of greed and selfish- 
ness, threaten our national life. 
Among these are the subsidies, chief 
among which is the high tariff. The 
mistake of the past should not be a 
criterion to allow one class of citizens 
to profit at the expense of the other. 
No citizen has a right to allow legis- 
lation for his private gain.” 

Judge Persons added: 

“The ballot is unrestricted. There 
can't be government in America with- 
out the approval of the people. If the 
representative is not the right kind 
of man, he is the wrong man in the 
right place. The people have the pow® 
er to remove him and to put the right 
man into the right place,” Judge Per- 
sons continued. 

“Three violations of the rights of 
mankind, denial of property’ owner- 
ship, of religious freedom and of free 
mluecation, not practiced in the United 
States, have been the cause of up- 
heaval in various parts of the world 
during the course of history,” Judge 
l’ersons asserted, 

“Power still remains in 
of the people who can 
uny change in government through 
control of congress... Under the capi- 
talistic regime, graft and corruption 
reign. Each faction excuses itself 
with the sentiment, ‘you took yours; 
det me get mine!’ One remedy is to 
hark back to the principles of Amer- 
ican citizenship that were exemplified 
by General Washington and his com- 
peers. The United States is a gone 
government if changes are not made 
that will bring about an extermina- 
tion of greed, covetousness, Selfishness 
inmaintained today. The job of each 
citizen, no matter how placed, is ‘*o 
enforce in his own life each law, no 
inatter how trivial,” he concluded.
